“We are met on a great battle- 
field of that war. We have come to 
dedicate a portion of that field, 
as a final resting place of those 
who here gave their lives that that 
nation might live... It is rather | 
for us to be here dedicated to the | 
great task remaining before us—! 
that from these honored dead we 
take increased devotion to that 
cause for which they gave the last 
full measure of devotion.”

The boom men’s strike at Tac- 
oma, Washington, involving the 
pondmen employed by the St. Paul 
and Tacoma Lumber company and

the regular 8-hour shift the same 
as the lumber mills.

Of tremendous importance to 
organized labor of the nation is 
the United States supreme 
court’s decision on Monda 
which upheld the Wisconsin 


law giving organized labor the 
right to peaceful picketing. 
Justice Louis Brandeis in read- 


ing the decision said: 


“There is nothing in the federal | 


constitution which forbids unions 
from competing with non-union 
concerns for customers as freely 
as one merchant competes with 
another by means of advertise- 
ments in the press, by circulars, or 
by his window display.”
